“I have before me a_ postal 
card, which is being sent out 
by the so called Organized Tax- 
payers of Ontario as propagan- 
da on the coming school bond 
election,” A. E. Allen, county 
assessor, said in a letter to The 
Upland News today. 

“The success or failure of 
the bonds is the business of 
those in the district affected 
and does not concern me, but 
misleading statements, regard- 
ing assessments are very de- 
cidedly the business of this af- 
fice. 

“The impression conveyed by 
the statement made on the pos- 
tal card is that a general raise 


of 25 to 50 per cent is to be, 


made, on all of the territory in 
the district, which is positively 
not so. The only changes in 
valuations that will be made 
this year will be in the nature 
of equalization in comparative- 
ly small sections of the county. 
No changes will be made in the 
value of any of the property 
that was adjusted last year.”

average owner of property. 

Interest on the bonds for each 
the first and second year would 
be $21,375.

) the interest $1045 each year. 

If Mr. and Mrs. Average citizen 
own property with a real value of 
$10,000 and an assessed value of 
$3000 the largest amount they 
| will have to pay in any one year 
is $6.27, this payment coming at 
;the fourth year after the bonds 
;are voted. The payment next 
; year would be $3.18. 

If Mr. and Mrs. Average Citi- 
zen own property with a real 
value of approximately $4500, the” 
most they would pay toward the 
bonds in any one year would be 
$3.14. Payments of $1.59 would 
|be required the first and second 
year. If their property is valued 
; at $3000, the bond payment would 
de $1.06 the first year and $2.14 
the highest in any one year. 

That the new buildings are 
needed is the conclusion of the 
Chaffey board and of other school 
officials, who have been asked to 
make a study of the situation, 
and is also the opinion of many 
parents.

The assessed valuation of the Chaffey District is $20,297,815. 

The annual interest charge on the $450,000 bond issue is $21,375. 

Beginning the third year, $22,000 in bonds will be retired each year, reducing the in- 
terest charge by $1045 each succeeding year. 

The tax rate for the new buildings, based upon present valuations, will be eleven cents 
on the hundred dollars of assessed valuation the first two vears; 21.47 cents on the 
hundred dollars the third year. The rate will then DECREASE ANNUALLY till all 
bonds are paid.
